The Land Grant Mission 


It’s time for farmers to remind our friends at the land 
grant ag colleges of their original mission. Land grant 
university and Extension personnel must address the con- 
cerns and seek improvements for the tasks farmers and 
ranchers face. Traditionally, academic work paid by the 
public focused on teaching, research and Extension that 
fostered growth. I’m not so sure that is true today 

We understand some of the problems ag scientists face 
As partners in production progress, we go way back. Land 
grant colleges originated in the 19th century to improve 
agriculture’s lot. In the early 20th century, the Extension 
concept blossomed 

Farm Bureau was an integral part of that concept, with 
many state legislatures requiring an organized Farm Bu 
reau before a county agent could be hired. Prospective 
agents were among the earliest, and most ardent, Farm 
Bureau membership workers. In those early days, Exten 
sion agents helped run the Farm Bureau organization as 
they helped spread information and innovations developed 
by university researchers 

Changing Roles Share Common Goal 

In time, farmers believed their organization was capable 
of doing more than providing eager learners. They wanted 
to form co-ops, lobby for legislation, speak out on civic issues 
In short, farmers and ranchers wanted their organization to 
be a voice of all aspects of agriculture 

Today, many in agriculture feel the direction, the scope 
and the goals of Extension and university research are 
changing. State governments provide the largest portion of 
a school’s budget. In the last three years, 91 percent of all 
state ag colleges have seen their funding cut 

Federal funds have increased over the years but come 
with strings attached, often directing research into specific 
areas that are not production oriented. Worse, some of those 
scarce research dollars must be used to refute baseless 
charges against conventional agricultural practices, prac 
tices originally developed by and disseminated from the land 
grant school. Finally, we see tax-supported research projects 
awarded on the basis of political correctness or results 
suppressed if they are displeasing to the political hierarchy 
Sound science takes a back seat to public perception because 
funding for politically correct research is easier to come by 

Other Changes Weaken 
ScientisV/Farmer Connection 

Another disturbing trend--many times we've gone to the 
academic community for answers and received a bill. Why 
don't they perform these requested tasks for the benefit of 
agriculture and the benefit of society? Why don’t they use 
public funds for the purpose they were intended? Even now, 
we are seeking to scientifically determine the impact of 

hemical reduction on minor use crops. Farm Bureau will be to 
a major fimancial backer, and we will seek contributions 


from affected commodity groups. But, this is a fundamental 
question that falls within the public ag scientist's realm 

Farmers and ranchers have other concerns about the 
direction our publicly funded university and Extension 
support teams are going. We see funds directed to non-farm 
purposes, such as urban gardening. We see funds used to 
teach urban youth anti-meat, anti-chemical, anti-personal 
property rights “facts.” We see funds diverted to study 
“sustainable” agriculture

The Garrett County Com- 
missioners met with Mary- 
land Environmental Service 
MES) officials this week to 
discuss the developme nt of 
the new county landfill and 
the problem of overuse at 
the present Round Glade 
Landfill. According to Gar- 
rett County Administrator 
Robert Fousek, the county 
recently conducted a study 
that revealed the amount of 
refuse being dumped at the 
landfill was twice the nation- 
al average 

We had suspected that 
trash was being dumped at 
the landfill from places in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
and Allegany County, and 
we know that is true," said 
Fousek 

He reported that when 
the increase in solid waste 
disposal was suspected, MES 
provided the county with a 
portable scale to monitor the 
site for 30 days 

Further study of the 
problem is continuing that 
will employ methods used in 
other rural counties. Patricia 
Tantum, environmental 
specialist for MES, has been 
assigned to the project, and 
will work with Fousek and 
Garrett County Recycling 
Coordinator Lee Thorne on 
the effort 

The project will include 
interviews with various local 
organizations, such as the

It was my understand 
ing that as a result of the 
nutrition studies, doctors

findings were said to result 


in abnormal growth. The 
development of these 
studies has resulted in 


labeling foods and major 
crack downs on the FDA 
and the Department of 
Agriculture. How does this 
fit in? 

There have been 
significant studies done to 
determine the short or long 
term effect that group

However, 
studies say that school stress 
is related to a leading 
number of suicides among 
young children.

Another reason I was 
given for the promotion and 
development of _ this 
material was because “the 
boys were being left out.’ 
Dr. McCartney said that the 
boys would tease the girls 
when they would be taken 
out of class to “learn about 
their bodies.” So, they 
decided to come up with a 
program for the boys. Well, 
that oughta tell you how 
mature these boys are at 
that age 

When relating to the 
development of this pro 
gram it was said that the 
Health Advisory Committee 
and the Board of Education 
decided this for use in the 
fourth grade. Why hasn't 
there been any advisement 
from leading child health 
professionals and com 
munity involvement? 

My major concern is the 
long term effect this may 
have on our children. Why 
should we continually rob 
them of their innocence by 
subjecting them to group 
sexual instruction? Perhaps 
this could be taught in the 
home of individuals by 
request of parents or school 
officials. Don’t they have 
tutors that have to do that 
n teen pregnancy situa 
tions? 

This is not an attack on 
the Health Department or 
Board of Education.

The congregation will celebrate its 150th 
anniversary of membership in the Lutheran Church in America this month. Other churches in the 
Bittinger parish, St. John’s on Meadow Mountain and Zion in Jennings, will be celebrating also. The 
church has undergone many changes over the years. 





Parish of the Allegheny 
Synod included the congre- 
gations of Centerville, Im- 
manuel, and Petersburg in 
Pennsylvania, and the Cove, 
Accident, and the Forks in 
Maryland. During the 1850's 
and 60's, congregational 
membership in the various 
parishes of the Allegheny 
Synod and the Maryland 
Synod shifted several times 
in response to the area's 
rapid population growth 
Members of the Forks 
congregation in 1874 re- 
solved, "Whereas our church 
edifice the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church at the 
Forks, Garrett County, 
Maryland, is altogether inad- 
equate and unsuitable for a 
house of worship - therefore 
we, the congregation, resolve 
to erect during the summer 
of 1874, on or near the site 
of the old, a new house of 
worship more suitable to the 
wants of the congregation 


The congregation con 
tracted with Christian Bren 


neman to build a 46x32-foot 


building with a recessed 
pulpit of six by 14 feet. The 
ontract spelled out the 


specifications, including 
dimensions and kind of lum- 
ber and called for Bren- 
neman to “erect said building 
in a good and substantial 
workmanlike manner of 
dimensions, material, and 
style hereinafter mentioned.” 
Funds were raised through 
subscription, allowing mem- 
bers to pay part of the con- 
tributions in labor and mate- 
rial 

The building of the 
church was undoubtedly a 
community event, as were 
most building jobs at that 
time. It was completed in

Checking The Moisture In Corn 

Do you believe the moisture checking machine? Right 
now there are all kinds and makes of equipment to quickly 
check the percentage of moisture in corn. I would bet that 
you could take a dozen different moisture “checkers” and 
come up with a dozen different percentages on the same ear 
of corn. I have an expensive “checker” and I know it is not 
exactly correct. The sure way of finding the moisture content 
is to take all the moisture out of the kernel. This can be done 
with a microwave or heating in the oven. It is extremely 
important that you have an accurate set of scales, preferably 
a set that weighs in grams. | am finding that it takes 
approximately 15 to 20 minutes to dry down 60 grams of 
shelled corn in a microwave. It would take much longer in an 
oven. When you think the corn is dry, weigh it. Now put it 
back in the microwave or oven. In a microwave, heat for two 
minutes. Weigh, if no change in weight, all the moisture is 
gone. To calculate the percentage moisture, divide the dry 
weight by wet weight which equals the percentage of dry 
matter. Subtract percent of DM from 100 percent which 
equals percentage of moisture.

Health Department recently 


confirmed the eighth and 
ninth cases of rabies in the 
county this year, citing 


incidents involving a skunk 
and a raccoon 

A skunk apparently 
entered the property of 
Harland Lewis on Oakland 
Sang Run Road near Round 
Glade on October 13 and 
attacked the family dog 
Health department official 
collected the animal and it 
was confirmed rabid on 
October 14. The dog, which 
was bitten numerous times 
by the diseased animal, had 
to be destroyed as its rabies 
vaccination was not current 


Case number nine was a 


raccoon that car the 


property of Bryan Paugh at 
4 p.m. on October 20. The 
raccoon climbed a tree near 
the house after it had been 
near the family dog. The 
diseased animal was killed 
submitted for testing, and 
confirmed rabid on October 
22. The pet was currently 
vaccinated against the 
disease. A booster was given 
to the dog and it 
observed for

The 
pets should not be touched 
for at least two hours after 
an encounter, as this will 
allow enough time for the 
destruction of any virus that 
may have been deposited on

Buming Regs 


Area residents who are 
faced with great quantities of 
eaves in their years are r¢ 
minded by the Garrett County 
Health Department that 
Maryland air pollution regu 
ations prohibit the burning 
of leaves where collection ser 
vice is available 

The smoke from burning 
eaves contains a high con 
centration (about one pound 
of air pollutants for every five 
pounds of leaves burned) of 
such pollutants as hydrocar 
bons, particulate matter, and 
carbon monoxide 

A health department 
spokesman stated that pol 
lutants resulting from leaf 
burning can greatly aggra 
vate the condition of persons 
suffering from respiratory 
disorders, and can cause ey¢ 





and nose irritations, fever 
coughing, and cramps in a 
healthy person. Additionally 
the pollutants in the air can 
cause house paint to deter 
rate, retard plant growth 
njure shrubbery, increase 
laundry and cleaning costs 
and generally deter 
juality

Subject. Abortion 

Summary: The abortion law passed by the 
General Assembly during the 1991 Regular Ses 
sion will change the State's statutory law on 
aborton so that 

The State may not interfere with a woman's 
decision to terminate a pregnancy at any time 
before the fetus is capable of sustained survival 
outside the womb, or even after that time if 

1. the termination is necessary to protect the life 
or health of the woman, or 

2. the fetus is affected by a genetic defect or 
serious deformity or abnormality 

New exceptions are made to a physician's duty 
under current law to notiy the parent or guardian 
of an unmarried minor concerning the minor's 
decision to have an abortion. A physician may 
perform an abortion on an unmarried minor 
without parental notification if 

1 the minor is mature and capable of giving 
informed consent to an abortion, or 

2. notification would not be in the best interest of 
the minor 

The Department of Health and Mental Hygiene 
may adopt health related regulations on abor 
bon 

Abortion referral services are permitted, but per 
sons who are not licensed health care providers 
are not required to participate in abortion refer

In other District Court 
news, Allan A. Green, 22, 
Bloomington, was found 
guilty of reckless endanger- 
ment. A pre-sentence investi- 
gation was ordered by the 
judge 

Green had been charged 
with that crime by the Mary- 
land State Police following a 
September 12 altercation 
involving Amy J. Moomau, 
who suffered injury to her 
hand when a gun discharged 
and a bullet lodged in her 
thumb 

Green reportedly became 
despondent and obtained a 
knife and threatened to kill 
himself. Moomau reportedly 
wrestled it away from him 
without injury. He then 
threatened suicide with a 12- 
gauge shotgun and Moomau, 
once again, attempted to 
retrieve the weapon and was 
struck by the bullet 

Robert J. Cumbo, 27, 
Novi, Mich., pleaded guilty 
to possession of marijuana 
The judge accepted his plea 
and sentenced him to 90 
days in jail (all but 48 hours 
were suspended), fined him 
$50, and placed him on six 
months of unsupervised 
probation. A second charge 
of possession of drug para- 
phernalia was not prosecuted 
in a plea agreement with the 
State’s Attorney's Office 

The next day, Cumbo 
returned to court and had 
his verdict revised to proba- 
tion before judgment. Cumbo 
had been arrested on August 
23 at Swallow Falls State 
Park campground by a park 
ranger who observed Cumbo 
and other individuals passing 
a suspected marijuana ciga- 
rette. Upon closer inspection, 
the ranger found, in plain 
view on a picnic table, two 
partially smoked suspected 
marijuana cigarettes and one 
rolled, unsmoked cigarette 

Donald R. Shiflett, 29, 
Oakland, pleaded not guilty 
but was found guilty of bat- 
tery on Connie F. Kifer, 
Oakland. He was handed a 
one-year suspended jail term, 
fined $50, and placed on 18

Extention Speaks Up About GAO 
Reports On Milk And Milk Safety 


Editor’s Note: The fol 
lowing is a review of two 
Federal Government 
General Accounting Of 
fice (GAO) reports on 
milk and milk safety by

the Pasteurized Milk Ord 
nance (PMO). Extra-label 
drug use was indicated t 
be routine, rather than just 
in emergency 
The basis for this 
tion were reports from “sev 
eral veterinarians whotreat 
dairy cows.” Delays in de 
veloping new test methods 
and lack of leadership in 
developing acomprehensive 
program to monitor milk 
were also cited as problems 
The report did recognize

In testimony 
at the hearing where the 
initial report was released, 
the Milk Industry Founda 
tion reported results of test 
ing conducted by theirmem 
bers over the last two years 
In 1990 a total of 2,130,397 
tests we rerun, while in 1991 
this increased to 2,195,321 
Of these tests only 2,540 
(0.12 percent) in 1990 and 
1,797 (0.08 percent) in 1991 
were found to be positive 
As noted previously the 
loads with violative residues 
were rejected and did not 
enter the food supply 
These results were prior 
to the actual implementa 
tion of new screening re 
quirements in the Pasteur 
ized Milk Ordinance (PMO) 
which were put in piace on 
January 1, 1992. They found 
from the survey that in 
1991, 99% of all respondents 
were testing all tankers for 
beta-lactams (penicillin), 
45% were screening for sul- 
fonamides, 42% for 
sulfamethazine and 36% for 
tetracyclines. It is expected 
that these percentages will 
be much higher in 1992 
It should be noted that 
all tankers are now screened 
for beta-lactams since it is 
the most commonly used 
medication and the one with 
the greatest risk of adverse 
reaction on consumers. FDA 
can also require screening 
for any class of animal drugs 
if they have reason to be 
lieve that a human health 
risk exists. These figures 
demonstrate to some extent 
the breadth of the industry 
monitoring program and its 
effectiveness in providing 
the public with a safe and 
wholesome food supply

Released By MDA 
Robert L. Walker, Sec 
retary of Agriculture, State 
f Maryland, recinded the 
Equine Quarantine Order 
which he imposed originally 
on July 14 of this year, and 
subsequently amended on 
August 3 and 14. The order 
was imposed to prevent the 
spread of an undiagnosed 
infectious and contagious 
equine disease to Mary- 
land's horse population from 
specific New England 
states 
The source and cause of 
the illness which affected 
71 of 1400 horses at 
Rockingham Park Race- 
track in New Hampshire, 
135 of 500 horses at Suffolk 
Downs, and 19 of 500 horses 
at Foxboro Raceway in Mas- 
sachusetts, has not been 
identified despite extensive 
testing at several laborato- 
ries. The last reported cases 
of the illness occurred at 
Rockingham Park Race- 
track on August 10. Nocases 
have been reported outside 
of these racetracks, accord- 
ing to an article in the Coop- 
erative Extension Service, 
Maryland Institute for Ag- 
riculture and Natural Re- 
sources Veterinary News- 
letter, October issue. Con- 
sidering the above informa- 
tion, which the state veteri- 
narian for Massachusetts 
and the state veterinarian 
for New Hampshire have

Toxicity Show Up In Central Md. 


ster beetles have been 





rey ed at unusually high 
lensities in alfalfa and soy 
beans, particularly in cen 


tral Maryland, according to 
Galen Dively, Integrated 
Pest Management Exten 
sion specialist. These soft 
bodied, slender beetles are 
about 5/8 to 1 inch long and 
may be solid gray, solid 
black, black with a gray 
border stripe, or brown with 
yellow stripes. There are a 
number of species found in 
Maryland but only the gray 
blister beetle, marginated 
blister beetle, and striped 
blister beetle are commonly 
found in alfalfa and soy- 
beans 

The current threat of 
blister beetles is not from 
adult feeding, which rarely 
results in economic loss to 
alfalfa or soybean plants

Blister beetles 
produce an oily, caustic sub 
stance, called cantharidin 
which is present in theu 
body fluids and serves t 
protect them from natural 
enemies. This chemical is 
toxic and can severely in 
jure livestock, particularly 
horses, that ingest the 
beetles of hay contaminated 
with the body fluids of 
crushed beetles. 
Cantharidin causes irri- 
tation to the stomach lin- 
ing, smal] intestine, blad- 
der, and urinary tract and 
reduces the calcium level in 
the blood. Horses that have 
ingested this chemical] may 
show signs of colic, includ 
ing excessive salivation 
sweating, cramps, and uri 
nary straining. Higher 
doses will cause fever, de 
pression, shock, and death 
Dively reports that 
many variables that influ- 
ence this problem make it 
difficult to establish guide 
lines for preventing poison 
ing in horses. First, horses 
differ in their sensitivity to 
cantharidin, and beetle spe- 
cies also differ in how much 
toxin they contain (as much 
as 50-fold differences in the 
amount of cantharidin 
among species). Some re 
search studies indicate that 
ingesting as few as 5 to 10 
beetles can cause death in 
horses, while others say that 
30 or more beetles are 
needed for severe injury 
Some species of blister 
beetles tend to aggregate in 
groups when feeding and 
thus contamination prob 
lems may result from a few 
bales containing many 
beetles 
Cases of cantharidin poi- 
soning are rare; however, 
because of the uncertainty 
surrounding this problem 
and potential losses that

That 
plan, known variously as the 
Neal! Plan and the Mitch- 
ell/Miller/Schaefer Plan, 
would be the least painful 
for Garrett County, accord- 
ing to District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards 

While Garrett County 
would lose close to $900,000 
for the current fiscal year in 
the form of Social Security 
payments for Board of Edu- 
cation employees, public 
library, and community 
college employees, alterna- 
tive plans would increase 
that amount to over $1 mil- 
lion 

I support the Neall Plan," 
said Edwards, “because it is, 
by far, the most fair and is 
based on each jurisdiction’s 
wealth.

Student Report Cards 

Student report cards will be coming home for all students 
except pre-K and kindergarten students this week, inmany 
cases in conjunction with parent conferences which schools 
are scheduling on either today and/or Friday, November 13 
Since this isthe first report being sent home this school year 
we are strongly encouraging parents/guardians to review 
the reports closely and, if possible, schedule a conference 
with the student's teacher(s) on November 12 or 13 

The report card is one of the primary vehicles by which 
we in the school system communicate with the parents. As 
aresult, parents have to take the time to seriously review 
the information on the report card. In particular, parents 
should take the time to sit down quietly with their young 
sters and focus on both the student’s strengths and weak 
nesses 

If there is an area of special concern, parents can assist 
by setting a goal for the next grading term, reviewing papers 
in the area of concern throughout the subsequent grading 
period, providing a quiet area and time for study, and, 
perhaps most importantly monitoring the student's time in 
front of the television 

We set two days aside in each school year for the express 
purpose of meeting with parents to confer about student 
performances. The first day, as I have already said, will take 
place on either today or tomorrow, depending upon the 
school. The second parent conference day will take place at 
the end of the second marking period and is scheduled for 
February 5, 1993 

These are important opportunities for parents and teach- 
ers to discuss not only the meaning of the report cards, but 
additional waysthatthe home and school can work together 
to help children become more successful. I'd want to add, 
however, that we invite parents to confer with us at any 
time, should it be felt necessary 
What's Happening In Our Schools? 

* While at Southern Middle School last week I watched 
Mrs. Sara Ramsey teaching students how to be scorers of 
writing. Customarily, the students have their writing 
scored by a teacher, but in this case Mrs. Ramsey was 
having the students serve as the scorers and, in so doing, 
learn more about the writing process 

* Lastly, I'd like to extend a special invitation to all 
members of the public to American Education Week, sched 
uled for November 16-20.

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F. .GARDENING TIPS 
by Dawn Tritch 

Autumn has now arrived, and many of us are busy 
preparing our gardens for the long winter's rest. There are 
always many more things that need to be done than we 
actually accomplish, which can be overwhelming for a 
novice gardener. During a busy autumn, one often neglects 
books and magazines, saving them to read when the eve 
nings are cold and one can’t be working outside. However, 
in doing this, one may miss many helpful hints that could 
make some tasks easier. The following includes some con 
servation ideas, excerpted from the popular gardening 
magazines, Organic Gardening and Fine Gardening 

Start a compost pile of the last weeds, grass clippings, 
shrubbery trimmings, and even leftover plants with veg 
etables on them, plus kitchen scraps and coffee grounds 
Cover the pile with some soil, to keep is free of smells and 
plastic to help it to decompose faster into rich soil ready for 
next spring’s planting season 

Leave carrots and turnips in the ground, covering them 
with a foot of straw mulch, to dig up later when you are ready 
for fresh vegetables. They should keep all winter 

If you are a lover of garlic, you can plant some right 
away! 

Now is the time to plant some spring flowering bulbs 
such as daffodils or tulips to chase away the winter blues 
next spring. One way to protect your new bulbs is to wrap 
them in chicken wire which allows the roots to grow freely 
but keeps rodents away. You also may protect tulips by 
planting them among daffodils which are poisonous to most 
rodents. 

When cleaning up twigs and small branches left from 
pruning, put the smallest ones in the bottom of a paper 
grocery bag, then add a few larger sticks until the bag is 
about half full. Roll down the top and stack in the kindling 
box. Use that bag to start acheery fire and avoid dropping 
a trail of kindling across the floor! 

When collecting potatoes, wait until the vines die back, 
then rake the soil with a plastic rake. This will not damage 
the potato skins and the tubers can be picked up by hand 
Rake away the next layer of soil, andrepeat. Youcan do this 
three or four times before having to dig out the remaining 
potatoes. 

Here is atip for those who have poison ivy toremove. Pull 
along narrow plastic bag well up your arm before pulling out 
the weed. Then with your other hand, carefully pull the 
plastic bag back down and over the weed. Throw the weed 
and bag into the trash. Thismethod may also be used with 
weeds that scatter seeds badly 

Finally, as you put away your tools for the |ast time, take 
afew extra minutes toclean them proper|y. or the tough 
job of removing sap from you pruning tools, use aspray-type 
oven cleaner on the tools. Be sure to wear gloves and avoid 
breathing the fumes. Let the cleaner soak in for a few 
minutes before using an old toothbrush to clean away the 
dissolved sap. Rinse and dry. To keep rust off your tools 

spray with alight coat of WD-40, which is available at your 
hardware store 

Sometimes it’s fun to try new techniques, even if they 
never become part of your standard gardening practices. If 
they work for you, you may want to share them with a 
friend. So as you relax with your garden literature this 
winter, perhaps you will find other tips that aid in conser 
vation, and bring more fun to your spring jobs.

A new report released 
last month by the National 
Heart, Lung, and Blood In- 
stitute (NHLBI) reaffirms 
the importance of diet in 
the prevention and treat- 
ment of high blood pressure 
and points to promising new 
areas of nutrition research 
that can make a difference 
for patients suffering from 
hypertension. 

The agency's Report on 
Detection, Evaluation and 
Treatment of High Blood 


management of high blood 
pressure: weight loss for 
overweight individuals, re- 
duced sodium intake, mod- 
erated alcohol consumption,

The agency also points 
to mounting evidence that 
suggests that some addi- 
tional dietary changes may 
have a positive impact on 
hypertension.

He 
added that “several inter- 
nationally recognized ex- 
perts in the field have inde- 
pendently stated that this 
is the most consistent, ben- 
eficial relationship between 
nutrients and blood pres 
sure ever identified.” 

Given this potential link, 
NHLBI recommends that 
people at risk of hyperten 


sion consume the RDA of

“There are a variety of ways 
to incorporate good-tasting 
dairy foods into a healthy 
diet and to achieve effective 
weight control,” he says.

One in four adults, or 
more than 50 million people 
in this country currently 
have high blood pressure, 
which is a key factor in 
three-quarters of all heart 
attacks and strokes. Uncon- 
trolled high blood pressure 
can damage the heart and 
kidneys, increasing a 
person’s chances of devel- 
oping a stroke, heart dis- 
ease and several types of 
kidney disease. Almost half 
of all people with high blood 
pressure are unaware of

State’s Jobless 
Rate Higher;

Maryland’s unemploy 
ment rate increased slightly 
in September, rising from 6.6 
percent in August to 6.7 per 
cent. The small increase in 
the rate reflects a traditional 
seasonal pattern for Mary 
land’s labor market in Sep- 
tember 

Employment in Maryland 
dropped in September by 
48,977 to 2,451,073 due pri 
marily to seasonal layoffs 
The number of unemployed 
people did not increase, how- 
ever, as many people left the 
labor force. The level of un- 
employment declined propor- 
tionately less than the labor 
force, causing the unemploy- 
ment rate to go up 

Meanwhile, Garrett 
County’s jobless rate dropped 
from 9.6 percent in August to 
9.3percent in September. The 
number of persons employed 
was actually lower in Sep- 
tember (14,247 to 14,811), but 
the labor force dropped from 
16,375 in August to 15,714 in 
September 

Maryland's jobless rate 
haschanged very little over 
the past six months, fluctu- 
ating within a narrow band 
of 6.5 percent to6.9 percent 
During the summer months, 
employment rose to unprec- 
edented levels, andeven with 
recent seasonal declines, is 
more than 25,000 above the 
May level 

The state’s unemploy- 
ment rate remained below the 
national rate of 7.2 percent 
for September

squad operations were ini 
tiated November 15, 1972 
Twelve of those first EMT’s 
went on to complete the car 
diac rescue technician 
(CRT) class during the fall 
and winter of 1973 

Compared to the fully

stocked ambulance of today, 
the first EMT’s had access 
to very little equipment. The 
first ambulance did noteven 
have radio communication 

“Once we left on a run 
we were on our own,” 
Wilburn said 

Today the crews are no 
longer on their own. They 
can talk to dispatchers and 
hospital personnel, and they 
have access to advanced 
equipment to help them give 
top quality treatment to 
their patients 


As in any medical field, 
expenses have greatly in 
creased in the past 20 years 
During NGCRS’s first year 
their total expenses were 
$8,768.69. From October 
1991 through September 
1992 expenses increased to 
$119,140.23. Insurance 
costs alone increased from 
$1,222.00 to $13,202.50

Potential Hazards — Moldy Corn 

I would estimate that approximately 80 percent of the 
corn still in the field trying to dry down now is developing 
mold. There is a potential hazard due to toxins produced by 
these molds called Mycotoxin. I would recommend that you 
check your corn for mold. Most of the mold is growing at the 
tip of the kernel and on the cob. The mold may not be visible 
unless you shell the corn or break the cob in two. I would also 
suggest that you check the corn you have already harvested 
for mold growth

There are a couple of practices you can 
do that may help with the mold problem. First of all, if you 
are bagging the corn, use the smallest diameter bag avail 
able. The quicker you feed off, the less mold growth will be 
occurring. Secondly, this may be a good time to use a 
preservative containing Propionic Acid, which helps to 
inhibit mold growth. Third, make sure the corn is tightly 
packed and al! air sealed out

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HOSPICE SURVEY TELLS TALE 


November is National Hospice Month. Hospice of Garrett 
County, Inc., in conjunction with the national observance, is 
sharing the results of a National Gallup Poll that reveals 
American attitudes about terminal illness and Hospice care 

Nine out of 10

Americans say they would prefer to be 
either in their own homes or a family 
if they were facing a terminal illness, 
according to the recent poll announced by the National 
Hospice Organization (NHO) in Arlington, Va. At the same 
time, the survey revealed some unfamiliarity with the term 
‘hospice", which NHO believes could keep people from 
seeking this kind of care. Survey results show that even 
more educational effort is needed before hospice becomes a 
permanent part of the everyday health care lexicon 
"The Gallop Poll results tell us people want what we have 
to offer,” said Brenda J. Butscher, executive director of 
Hospice of Garrett County. "The quality of life for people

know if a Hospice program exists in their community.” 

Hospice is a special kind of care designed to provide 
support for people in the final phase of a terminal illness and 
their families. Hospice care seeks to enable patients to carry 
on an alert, pain-free life and to manage other symptoms so 
that their last days may be spent with dignity and quality at 
home or in a home-like setting 

In the survey, respondents were asked to assume they 
were terminally ill and had only six months to live. An 
overwhelming proportion - 86% - said they would want to 
receive care (and ultimately die) in their own homes or those 
of family members. According to the survey, 60% of 
respondents reported that they would be "very interested" in 
considering using a comprehensive program of care in which 
physicians, nurses, counselors, and other professionals kept 
them comfortable and alert at home, while emotional and 
other support also was given to family members (A 
description of some aspects of Hospice care). An additional 
28% indicated that they would be "somewhat interested.” 

Yet, at the same time, slightly over one-fifth (or 22%) of 


the people who had high interest in the described services 
did not opt for Hospice when asked to choose "by name." 
That poll showed that confusion or unfamiliarity with the 
term "hospice" caused hesitation of respondents who said 
they were either "somewhat" or "not at all likely” to consider 
using hospice care 

"We need to redouble our already considerable efforts to 
educate people about what hospice is,” said Butscher. "Public 
and professional education is already a priority of our 
hospice. We publish and distribute brochures, newsletter, 
operate a speakers’ bureau, maintain close contact with 
community organizations such as churches, encourage 
referrals from health professionals and hospitals and develop 
close ties with families we serve.” 

Women were more likely than men (by 16%) to express 
very high interest in this type of care, which may be 
reflective of the fact that women carry more responsibility 
for family health care decisions in many American 
households. In the south, where there are more and larger 
hospice programs and a higher percentage of retirees, 
respondents were somewhat more likely to consider hospice 
services. College graduates and higher income respondents 
exhibited higher interest than others 

Despite an apparent informational gap, the hospice 
concept, with roots dating back hundreds of years, is only 18 
years old in America, but has experienced tremendous 
growth here recently. Today, it is one of the fastest growing 
segments of the health care provider community, with the 
number of programs doubling just since 1983 and many 
urban centers experiencing a rapidly expanding daily patient 
census 

Hospice growth can be attributed, in part, to the fact that 
the hospice patient/family-centered care model appeals to 
people in this age of the proliferation of life-prolonging high 
technology which extends life, often at the expense of the 
quality of that life. Other factors, such as longer life 
expectancy, 4 growing senior population, rising costs, and 
growing acceptance by medical professionals and the public 
of the hospice concept of care have contributed to the 
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today as an architectural 
treasure linking us with our 
frontier heritage and the 
early days of Appalachian 
settlement. In recognition 
of the home’s historic value, 
the Accident Cultural and 
Historical Society is spon- 
soring a fund-raising 
auction the evening of 
December 12 to benefit the 
preservation project.

InArson Offenses 


Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J. Gabriele 
has announced a reduction 
in arson offenses for the State 
of Maryland during the first 
nine months of 1992. Accord 
ing to data collected through 
the Uniform Crime Report 
Program, arson offenses de 
creased by approximately 7% 
during the first nine months 
of 1992 as compared to this 
same period in 1991. There 
were 1,929 arsons recorded 
from January through Sep 
tember of this year as com 
pared with 2,065 in 1991 

The most significant re 
duction in arson offenses oc 
curred in the Baltimore-Met 
ropolitan region, which in 
cludes Baltimore City, Anne 
Arundel, Baltimore, Harford 
and Howard counties. Inthis 
region, arson declined by ap 
proximately 13% during the 
first nine months of 1992 as 
compared with this same pe 
I iod in 1991 

The Southern Maryland 
Region, consisting of Calvert, 
Charles and St. Mary’scoun 
ties, also showed a signifi 
cant decline in arson with a 
reduction of 11% during the 
first nine months of 1992 as 
compared with 1991 

The Eastern Shore Re 
gion, consisting of Caroline, 
Cecil, Dorchester, Kent, 
Queen Anne’s, Somerset, 
Talbot, Wicomico and 

Worcester counties, recorded 
a 4% reduction in arson of

A “tree expert” is defined 
as a person who holds him- 
self out as being skilled in the 
science of tree care and in 
any way engages in the busi- 
ness of tree care for compen- 
sation by making diagnoses, 
prescribing and supervising 
the treatment of trees. This 
classification does not apply 
to contractors involved in 
“take-downs,” however DNR 
advises consumers to use a 
licensed tree expert. 

In order to become a li- 
censed tree expert, an opera- 
tor must pass several qualifi- 
cations including: two years 
of study in forestry or related 
field of study, along with one 
year of “in-the-field” experi- 
ence with alicensed contrac- 

“tor or 5 years of experience, 
plus pass an exam and show 
proof of workman’scompen- 
sation and liability insur- 
ance.

“Families Now 
Foster Program 
Showing Success 

Secretary Carolyn W 
Colvin, Maryland Depart 
ment of Human Resources, 
announced this week that 
Maryland’s effort to divert 
children from foster care has 
shown signs fb ing suc 
cessful 

InJanuary 1992, Colvin 
unveiled anew program, de 
signed to provide services to 
families with children at im 
minent or high risk of foster 
care placement. The program, 
entitled “Families Now,” tar 
gets families in crisis who 
are having difficulties which 
place their children at risk of 
placement, or who have had 


children recently placed in 
foster care. Services are pro 
vided by a social worker and 
parent aide teams 

They are short-term, in 
tensive, and designed to meet 
the individual needs of all 
family members, Colvin said 
Services are provided in the 
family’shome and range from 
family therapy to teaching 
parenting skills. Sometimes 
it means teaching the family 
learn to make minor home 
repairs 

Caseload size iscontrolled, 
ranging from a minimum of 
six toamaximumof 15 fami 
lies, and services are avail 
able 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Emergency 
funds are available to help 
families to preventevictions, 
purchase food or furniture or 
pay for substance abuse treat 
ment. 

Arecently completed sur 
vey of children entering fos 
ter care showed that in those 
14 jurisdictions where 
“Families Now’ became op 
erational there was a 26% 
decrease in the number of 
children entering foster care 
compared to a 13% increase 
in those jurisdictions where 
the program had not yet been 
implemented 

“As the Families Now’ 
program expandsstatewide, 
many more families will be 
helping to successfully par 
enttheirown children rather 
than having them enter the 
foster care system,” said Sec 
retary Colvin
